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(57) Abstract: The centrifugal impeller includes 
a plurality of blades (3), a plurality of fluid paths 
(P) for delivering a fluid from an impeller inlet (1) 
to an impeller outlet (2), and a shroud (4) and a 
hub (5) for forming the fluid paths (P). Each of the 
fluid paths (P) is formed between adjacent two of 
the blades (3). A curved line (L3) of the shroud 
(4) curves so as to project toward the hub (5) in a 
region from a blade inlet (A) to a predetermined 
position (C) of the blade (3), and the curved line 
(L3) curves so as to project toward the opposite 
side of the hub (5) in a region from the predeter- 
mined position (C) to a blade outlet (B). 
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
